CHAPTER  2 
DATA  FLOW  DIAGRAMS 


The  current  geothermal  program  is  presented  here  as  a  series  of 
data  flow  diagrams  that  show  the  sources  and  destinations  of  data, 
identify  and  name  processes,  identify  and  name  data  that  connect 
sources  and  destinations  of  data,  and  describe  data  stores  that  are 
accessed.  Each  function  may  be  broken  down  into  a  more  detailed  flow 
diagram.  The  hierarchical  structure  of  each  process  is  identified  by 
decimalized  identifiers. 

When  it  is  no  longer  useful  to  decompose  a  process,  the  process 
and  its  logic  are  described  by  input/process/output  narratives.  This 
process  is  said  to  be  at  a  primitive  level. 

Standard  representations  on  the  DFDs  are: 

1.  an  ellipse  is  a  process; 

2.  a  rectangle  is  an  external  entity  (generally  outside  of  BLM 
control ) ; 

3.  a  set  of  brackets  is  an  internal  entity  (generally  thought  of 
as  an  off -page  connector  or  a  pointer  to  a  generic  type  of 
process) ; 

4.  a  line  is  a  data  flow; 

5.  arrows  at  the  ends  of  lines  indicate  the  direction  data  is 
flowing; 

6.  two  parallel  lines  are  a  data  store  (generally  representing 
logical  groupings  of  data  rather  than  individual  records  or 
data  components).

Any  special  items  list- 
ed in  the  sales  notice  may  be 
called  to  the  audience's  atten- 
tion before  opening  the  bids. 

Sale  is  conducted  by  opening 
the  bids  submitted  for  each 
parcel  within  each  KGRA. 
The  bidder  and  total  bid  are 
announced.  The  envelope  and 
remittance  are  attached  to  the 
bid  form  and  handed  to  the 
(bonded)  BLM  accounting 
cashier  for  serialization. 
Bids  will  neither  be  accepted 
nor  rejected  at  this  time. 

Immediately  after  the  sale,  the 
lease  bid  record  is  returned  to 
accounting  together  with  bonus 
bid  checks.

Sales  results  are  prepared  and 
sent  to  subscribers  of  the  list 
and  to  SMA,  posted  for  the 
public,  and  transmitted  to  a 
Post  Sale  Evaluation  committee 
for  bid  acceptance  recommenda- 
tions. 

Post  Sale  Evaluation  determines 
if  high  bids  are  acceptable, 
even  if  they  are  less  than  the 
presale  minimum  acceptable  bid, 
and  returns  recommendations  to 
the  adjudicator. 

Any  bid  lower  than  the  presale 
estimate  of  value  assigned  to 
that  parcel  will  be  rejected. 
Likewise,  any  high  bids  not 
recommended  by  the  Post  Sale 
Evaluation  will  be  rejected. 
Any  other  bids  which  are 
unacceptable  as  high 
bids  are  rejected. 

If  a  bid  is  determined  accept- 
able, a  lease  offer  is  prepared 
and  sent  to  the  bidder  who  must 
respond  in  30  days.  The  case 
file  is  prepared  for  lease 
execution .
